We more years Lhe '34-'35-'36 


There will be no more years like 1934, 1935 and 1936 for Grey Gable’s Shorthorns, 

When the drought burned midwestern pastures and fields to a crisp brown. This 

$7500 deep well irrigation unit installed this past summer by the Hultines is cap- 

able of producing 1100 gallons of water a minute and assures lush pastures and 
bumper feed and grain crops every year. 


October 3, 1899, was the starting 
point with registered cattle at Grey Gables 
Stock Farm. The intention at that time was 
to buy a good registered bull at the E. J. 
Hays sale held that day at his farm close 
to York, Nebr. 


The auctioneer was Col. F. M. WOODS. 
I still believe his presale talk was more 
convincing than any auctioneer I have ever 
heard. I may have been easy; at any rate, 
I fell for his plea and bought a registered 
cow, a fine broad backed red cow. I was 
really proud of herafter bringing her home 
and comparing her with other cows. That 
was the start, an unexpected start. Inter- 
est was high and equally interesting in later 
years to select animals with a view of per- 
fecting a still better cow or bull. In fact, 
the building up business is more interesting 
now than it was fifty years ago. 


ALBERT HULTINE 


I had heard of Polled Durhams but at that time did not know they were regis- 
tered Shorthorns without horns. (In 1919the name was changed to Polled Shorthorns. 
I had the honor of making that motion.) 


The first sale offering was six horned bulls at a combination sale in 1904. 
While at this sale, Segrist, a fieldman, thoroughly explained Polled Durhams saying 
I could place a polled bull at the head of the herd and that a large percentage of the 
resulting calves would be polled. This at once looked like an improvement. He had 
a Polled Durham sale catalog of a J. C. Robinson sale at Harlan, Iowa, The day fol- 
lowing our combination sale of horned Shorthorns, bids were sent on three head. 
However, sale reports later showed the bids were too low. Shortly after that a 
Polled Durham bull by the name of Lucky Lad was purchased, but he did not live up 
to his name. His calves, while seventy-five percent polled, were too rangy. 


The following year the State Fair Champion Bull, Ottawa Gauntlet, was pur- 
chased. He proved a great sire as well as a hundred percent dehorner on either 
polled or horned cows. 


In 1911 he was followed by the J. H. Miller, Peru, Indiana, bull Select Good, 
who had previously been a State Fair first prize winner and second at the Interna- 
tional. He was followed by another Indiana bull, Roselawn Marshal, purchased 
from W. W. Rose & Son, Rossville, Indiana, who sired a lot of good calves, three of 
which became International grand champions. About this time, several granddaugh- 
ters of the famous Shorthorn bull Whitehall Sultan were added to the herd. 


Royal Count, first prize winner at the International, son of Roselawn Marshal, 
and out of Countess Duchess, a granddaughter of Whitehall Sultan, proved a top sire 
in the Dallas Miller Herd, Mulberry, Ind., siring Royal Count Jr., who made his- 
tory in the Teegardin herd in Ohio. Oakwood Royal King, a grandson of Royal 
Count through Village Count, was an International grand champion and possibly the 
greatest sire in the Teegardin herd. 


Village Count Jr., another grandson made himself famous in the Lewis Thie- 
man herd at Concordia, Missouri. 


By this time the herd was strongly polled so the next herd bull was horned, 
Mysterious Dale, a line bred Avondale bull. Several of his get and grand-get be- 
came International grand champions. Mardale, a 2400 pound bull was Jr. Champion 
in 1924 and Grand Champion in 1925, also sire of an International Grand Champion. 
Dales Renown, another polled son of Mysterious Dale, sired three International 
grand champions, including Lord Collynie, who was a two times International Cham - 
pion in 1926 and 1928. We believe him to be the greatest improver in modern Pol- 
led Shorthorns of the entire breed. His dam was Snowcloud, a polled daughter of 
Lord Barmpton and out of the imported cow, Snowdrift, bred by James Durno. 


His blood seems to carry on from one generation to another more success- 
fully than any other bull we know of, not only in our herd but in others. His blood is 
widely scattered. 


Scottish Daybreak 9th, a granddaughter of Mardale through Mardale 4th, was 
grand champion cow at the 1931 International. When mated to Lord Collynie, she 
produced Daybreaks Collynie, an extremely deep bodied and thick fleshed bull who 


transmitted these qualities freely to his offspring. Almost all of his daughters were 
heavy milkers. 


The Cherry Hill Farms bull, Collynie Compact, perhaps today’s most famous 
Polled Shorthorn sire, is out of a daughter of Daybreaks Collynie and sired by Col- 
lynie Fascinator. He was sold in 1944 at Four thousand dollars to Cherry Hill 
Farms, Reisterstown, Maryland. One of his first daughters at Cherry Hill sold at 
$3500. There are still seven daughters of Collynie Compact left on the farm. 


Riverdale, grand champion bull at Illinois, Iowa and Nebraska State Fairs in 
1946, was used untila year ago last May when hewas sold at $5000 to W. H. McCeney 
Jr., Silver Springs, Maryland. He is a line bred Lord Collynie bull, sired by Lynn- 
wood Nugget, by Fascinator by Collynie Fascinator; his dam Lady Daybreak 2nd, by 
Collynie Fascinator and second dam Lady , . 
Daybreak by Daybreak Collynie. Lynnwood 
Nugget is used jointly by Lynnwood Farm, 
Carmel, Indiana, and by Carl Cross, Rock- 
ford, Ohio. 


Because our Polled Shorthorns have 
always had to make money for us, we have 
always strived to breed the kind that are 
profitable to raise under average, normal, 
farm and range conditions. 


The breed has come a long way since 
1899. We are glad to have had a small part 
in it’s development. Most certainly a great 
future lies ahead for those breeders willing 
to give their best to its further development 
and growth.

He has been the sire of the 1947, 1948 and 1949 Na- 
tional Polled Shorthorn Congress champion females. These three head alone were 
sold by Cherry Hill for a total of $6950.
